There is a balance of last year’s grant untransferred to the credit of the Society, amounting to 
£.3,166. 13. 4. ; and there will be a further balance of Cash on hands at the close of the Accounts 
for the year 1823, of about £.2,500; making together the sum of £.5,666. 13.4. But grants 
have been actually made, though the amount has not been issued by the Society, the Expenditure 
thereof not having been as yet duly certified according to their rules. The Society s funds are 
therefore now charged with the amount of these grants, being upwards of £. 9,000. 



* It is right to observe, that the Society encourage persons anxious to subscribe for promoting 
Education, to apply their donations to the erection and support of Schools in their respective 
neighbourhoods, in aid of the funds contributed by the Society, rather than to subscribe directly 
to the general funds of the Institution ; and that they estimate the sum thus contributed as even 
exceeding the amount contributed by the Society.

THIS head of Expenditure has been increased 1,000!. in consequence of 200 Female Children, 
not exceeding seven years of age, being added to the number to be supported in the House, the 
number estimated for in the last year being 1,200 Children, and that for the present year being 
1,400 Children; and also on account of the increased prices of Beef and Potatoes at the present 
season, more particularly as compared with the prices of those Articles in the two preceding years. 

{ This head of Expenditure has been increased 200 1 . from the increase of number stated in N° 1 ; 
the increase of Expense must have been greater, had not the youth of the additional Children ad- 
mitted of a less expensive mode of clothing. 

I These several heads of Expenditure remain the same as last year. 

J The want of demand for Apprentices and of any other mode of providing for the grown Children 
I (particularly the Females) induced the Governors in the year 1819, to propose to pay persons 
< taking out Apprentices the sum of 7 1 . for each child, at stipulated periods, and the amount now 
I estimated for will be payable during the year 1824. 

r In consequence of the Governors having established a preparatory School for the 200 additional 
J Female Children, the following Appointments took place: — a Matron and three Assistants, making 
1 an increase of 65/.; the Estimate under this head in the last year having been 2,550!. 

^ A retired allowance of 150!. per annum to the late Register and Paymaster (which was granted 
f pursuant to the approbation of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and the Foundling Hospital Act 
J of Parliament, and which is not two-thirds of the amount of his emoluments after a service of 
| upwards of 30 years) causes that amount of increase under this head of Expenditure. 

^ The total amount under this head of Expenditure has been reduced 1,550!. a decrease having 
taken place in the number of Infants at Nurse in the country, and the Governors expect this Ex- 
penditure will be reducing each succeeding year ; the Estimate for the last year having been 
21,550!- It is particularly to be observed that a part of this reduction, to the amount of 600!. is 
occasioned by the transfer of the 200 Children, referred to in N° 1, from their Nurses to the 
Hospital. 

The Tax collected from the inhabitants of Dublin, amounting to 8,000!. per annum, always 
formed a credit in the Estimate submitted by the Governors, but which Tax ceased to be levied 
under the Act of the 3d of His present Majesty, by reason thereof credit is only given in the 
present Estimate for the arrear likely to be collected, amounting to about 1,500!. and also a further 
credit is given for the sum of 2,000!. being the amount which may be received on the admission of 
Infants into the Institution.
